Georgia is prepared to use $10,- 
000,000 of federal aid funds in high- 
way construction between now and 
July 1, officials of the department 
have advised the United States bureau 
of public roads in reply to telegraphic 
inquiries made in connection with the 
administration’s efforts to speed up 
public building, waterway and road 
construction. 

Assuming that there will be no leg- 
islative diversion of the gas tax fund, 
as is advocated in some quarters, the 
Georgia highway department has ad- 
vised Washington that~it ¢aruse $4,- 
500,000 at orice in connection with 
the state’s already adopted program. 
The estimate of using $10,000,000 be- 
tween now and July 1 is predicted, 
also, on the assumption that there 
will be no legislative interference with 
the highway program. : 

Georgia’s part of the $80,000,000 
“sneed-up” fund, which received fa- | 
vyorable action. from a congressional 
committee, will be $2,118,000, officials 
here have been advised.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(4)— 
President Hoover lashed out today at 
the congressional bolters from the co- 
operative emergency relief program in 
a statement charging “they are play- 
ing politics at the expense of human 
misery.” 

His statement demanding that relief 
expenditures be kept within limits of 
the treasury’s funds stirred a demo- 
cratic attack in the senate that 
brought into action not only those who 
yesterday called for a party program 
but those who have been friendly to 
the co-operation pledge. 

Reed Defends President. 

With the republican-democratic co- 
operation movement wavering, Sena- 
tor La Follette, republican, Wiscon- 


sin, introduced a resolution to declare ~ 


the senate for “the relief of human 
suffering in this emergency over the 
consideration of the. interests of 
wealthy income. taxpayers.” 

Senator Reed, republican, Pennsyl- 
vania, hastened to defend the presi- 
dent and to give gsanrance that he 
meant no partisan attack in his de 
laration but démocrats were still ca 
ing for recognition when the senate 
adjourned. 

Senator Harrison, of Mississippi, 
who has been friendly to the pledge of 
democratic leaders for co-operation on 
an emergency relief program, called 
Mr. Hoover’s declaration “unwarrant- 
ed, uncalled for and without justi- 
fication” and asserted “no man ever 
won more political favor upon misery 
of the people than has the present 
president of the United States.” 

$60,000,000 Bill Passes. 

Even as Mr. Hoover was reading bis 
warning that “prosperity cannot be re- 
stored by raids upon the treasury,” the 
administration position for a $25,000,- 
000 limit on drouth relief was under 
attack in the senate by Senator Rob- 
inson, of Arkansas, the democratie 
leader, who had pledged co-operation. 
The senate promptly passed the bill 
of Senator McNary, of Oregon, the 
assistant republican leader, for ” 
000,000 drouth'relief and did not’even 
consider any cut in this amount. The 
house ‘passed the reduced Hoover cons 
struction bill carrying $110,000,000. 

In his statement, the president as 
serted that the total of relief meas- 
ures before congress was 500, 
more than he had asked and insisted 
that those he had recommended were 
“the maximum which can be fivanced 
without increase in taxes.”

Golden Rule, which embodied the 
spiritual, or religious ideal; discovery 
of the ideal of natural law and the 
| discovery of the ideal of progress, or 
'age-long growth of civilization. 

From the Gilileon and Newtonian 
laws, Dr. Millikan said, science may 
trace the advent of the modern in- 
ternal combustion engine. Without 
the discoveries by Galileo, he insisted. 
the steam engine, the automobile and 
the flving machine would have been 
impossible. 

“Galileo started the modern physi- 
cal science that extended on a course 
down to our present day,” Dr. Milli- 
| kan asserted. “He got away from the 
belief that facts must be deduced from 
and obliged to conform with rational- 
ized scholasticism. He confessed that 
he knew nothing about the nature of 
force, the cause of gravity or the 
origin of the universe. He was the 
discoverer of the truth that force is 
equal to mass times acceleration.” 
| Turning to the spiritual develop- 
bey of civilization as an outgrowth 
| 


of discoveries in the material sphere, 
| Dr. Millikan declared that throughout 
'history primitive people have looked 
| upon nature as a capricious and unrc- 
liable being. In its very changes, he 
said, the primordial man conceived the 
idea of it being motivated by one or 
more pagan gods. 

It is significant, the savant observed, 
that all great men in the scientific 
| world have been essentially 
in outlook. He cited the case of 
Leonarda da Vinci, declaring: ‘His 
own philosophic conviction seems to 
have been an idealistic pantheism in 
which he saw everywhere the _ fine 
spirit of a universe.” So likewise did 
Sir Isaac Newton possess the religious 
viewpoint, and likewise does Einstein, 
Dr. Millikan said. 

“There is no conflict between science 
and religion as interpreted by the best 
minds of the world,’ he averred. As 
to whether the dissemination of scien- 
tific knowledge has really weakened 
the hold of religion on people he cited 
statistics tending to show that in 1926 
26 out of every 100 persons in the 
United States were members of the 
| Protestant church, which, he said, rep- 
'resented a large increase during the 
previous century.”

HOOVER AND HIS PARTY. 

The report comes from Washing- 
ton that President Hoover is about 
to equip himself with “better ad- 
visers” on party and public affairs 
than the republican leaders on 
whom he has relied up to date. 

It will be recalled that President 
Harding also called in the “best 
minds” as he saw them to aid him 
in his policies, but with disastrous 
effects “upon his administration. 
And vet he did not have the strong 
inertia against him personally in his 
party that Hoover has. 

All well-informed politicians of 
the day know that the potential 
leaders of the republican party did 
not want Hoover as the party can- 
didate for president in 1928. They 
are not pleased to have him presi- 
dent now and do not intend, if they 
can prevent it without party disrup- 
tion, to let him be president for an- 
other term. 

If the president, as is intimated, 
is taking this new step to frame his 
plans for a renomination in 1932, 
he is entering upon a fighting ad- 
venture. He is sure to increase the 
non-vocal but ponderous personal 
opposition ef many of the foremost 
leaders of the party. They will be 
able quietly but effectively to pack 
the state conventions against him 
in very essential republican states. 

The future maneuvers inside the 
party from now on will be most im- 
portant and interesting. They will 
test whether President Hoover is 
“stronger than his party’’—that is, 
than its acting spokesmen and ac- 
tual policy makers, It will be a po- 
litical scrimmage upon which the 
democrats on the sidelines can look 
with curiosity and complaisance. 


CUT THE CRAZY LIST. 

The latest and scientifically au-

THE COST OF MEDICAL AND 
DENTAL CARE AND TREAT-

Every day a few requests come 
along in the mail for good specialists 
who will give this or that treatment 
nt a “reasonable” price. Then there 
are usually a few requests for gvod 
clinics, hospitals or other places where 
special care for such and such cases 
or treatment for one thing or another 
ean be had free of cost or at special 
low rates, owing to inability to pay. 
Still a third class of inquiries would 
have me name the fees for the treat- 
ment the writers seek. And finally 


somebody asks every little while 
whether such and such a fee or cost 
is fair for such and such treatment. 

I can give no information about the 
costs of medical or dental care or 
treatment. 

So far as places of free treatment 
or care are concerned, I can't advise 
a correspondent whether he or she is 
cligible for such free care or treat- 
ment. "That is a question which de- 
pends on the local ordinances or laws, 
and upon the particular rules or re- 
quirements of the institution concern- | 
ed. In general, a practicing physician | 
in the patient's own neighborhood can | 
best advise or if necessary arrange 
about such free care or treatment. In! 
general, too, I cannot recommend free | 
clinics, from the patient’s point of | 
view, though they are fine places for | 
young tyro doctors to get experience, | 
and for young practicing doctors to 
cultivate possible pay cases. 

I take it that when I do recommend 
a doctor or a specialist of a hospital, 
the patron will receive fair treatment. 
That is as far as I can go. Great 
guns, there are 90,000 good doctors 


haps 40,000 not so good. I can't at- 
tempt to keep personal data on all of 
these. The best I can do is scratch 
the doctor’s name from my list when 
I learn that he doesn’t belong there. | 

My data on physicians and special- 
ists are fairly comprehensive.

The commission’s order recites the 
history of the effort to get the Grey- 
hound Lines and Colonial Stages to 
agree to a union terminal for all bus 
earriers ih Atlanta and points out 
that the former company has failed to 
offer a satisfactory location for a sta- 


tion. 
Some Sites Rejected, 


Naming the sites that have been 
considered and rejected, either by the 
public service commission or _ the 
Greyhound Lines, the commissions 
order says: 

“The foregoing recital of the man- 
nee in which the matter has been 
handled is made because of some in- 
quiry on the part of the public as to 
why the matter has not been conclud- 
ed before now. The commission is ex- 
ceedingly anxious to see the bus pas- 
senger service removed from the un- 
desirable place at which this business 
is carried on near the junction of 
Peachtree and North Forsyth streets. 
The commission did not give its ap- 
proval to this location in the first in- 
stance and never has it been, with due 
regard for the Atlanta public, even 
possible as a temporary location. _ 

“In giving consideration to this 
matter the commission has approach- 
ed it, first, with primary concern for 
the convenience of those who use bus 
passenger seryice; second, with due 
regard to the traffic congestion in 


companies. If the Greyhound Lines 
had agreed with all other services 
coming into Atlanta the matter could 
have been disposed of many months 
ago and a desirable union station now 
in service. However, the question 
has taken a turn that calls for con- 
sidering a location for the Greyhound 
Lines and its interrelated companies.

Dec. 9.—(UP)—The 
groping fingers that have been explor- 
ing New York city’s judiciary and po- 
lice scandals reached out today and 
plucked another magistrate from his 
bench, to join five other judges who, 
in twelve months, have resigned, dis- 
appeared, been ousted, or sentenced tu 
jail for abuse of their official posi- 
tions. 

Magistrate Francis X. McQuade, 
part owner of the New York Giants 
baseball club, whose “outbursts of 
temper and irritability on the bench” 
toward citizens brought -before him 
have long marked him as one of the 
city’s “hard-boiled” judges, resigned 
today under fire of an fMhvestigating 
body that has been inquiring into the 
magistracy. . 

MeQuade was accused. of no corrup- 
tion. He was, however, to meet 
charges of holding office illegally 
while conducting his baseball business 
and of conduct unbecoming a jurist. 

Attitude Responsible. 

McQuade is the second magistrate 
whose attitude toward the public pro- 
vided the impetus for investigation. 
It was the “judicial manner” of Mag- 
istrate George F. Ewald which, some 
months ago, attracted attention—anil 
then suspicion—to his politieal activi- 
ties, résulting in his indictment on 
charges of paying $10,000 for his of- 
fice. Ewald, too, resigned under fire. 

Meanwhile, the investigators into

Notre Dame Quarterback 
Leaves Fine Intercolle- 
giate Record Behind.

LOS ANGELES, Dee. 9.—(UP)— 
Leaving an almost unparalleled record 
in intercollegiate football behind him, 
‘Frank Carideo, Notre Dame quarter- 
back, surely must rank among the five 
greatest field generals in all gridiron 
history, 

Perhaps only Knute Rockne knows 
how much Carideo’s wise decisions in 
the heat of battle, with only a second 
to think, contributed to Notre Dame's 
amazing two-year undefeated record. 

Many times during this streak of 19 
straight victories Notre Dame has been 
threatened with a defeat or tie, but 
always Carideo has. extricated the 
Irish eleven and brought it through 
triumphant. 


“Has Carideo ever made a mistake 
in judgment in the past two years?”
